by an Act passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act passed in the third and 
fourth Years of the Reign of his. present Majesty, intituled, ‘ An Act to 
5 amend the Laws relating to Excise Licenses, and to the Sale of Wine, 
Spirits, Beer and Cider by Retail in Ireland,’ ’’ it is enacted, “ that from 
and after the passing of that Act, no person, in Ireland, who shall be 
duly licensed under any Act or Acts for granting Excise Licenses to 
deal in or sell Coffee, Tea, Cocoa Nuts, Chocolate or Pepper, nor any 
io person deemed a Grocer, within the meaning of the laws of the Excise 
in force in Ireland, at or immediately before the passing of this Act, 
shall be entitled to take out any License to retail Spirits in the HotfSe 
or on the premises of such Retailer, or in any house or on any 
premises within One quarter of a Mile of the house or premises of 
15 such Retailer, other than a License to retail Spirits in quantities, not 
less at one time than One Pint, and to be consumed elsewhere 
than in the house or on the premises of such Retailer; and any 
License to retail Spirits in any other manner granted after the passing 
of this Act to any such Grocer, or person so licensed as aforesaid, 
20 shall be wholly null and void to all intents and purposes whatsoever

And whereas by an Act passed in the said sixth and seventh years 6&7 W. 4 , 
of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, it was c ' 72,cL15 * 
declared expedient to suspend the operation of the aforesaid enactment

diately before the passing of said Act, should continue in force until 
the First day of August One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-seven, 
and to the end of the then next Session of Parliament : 

And whereas the aforesaid enactment of the Act of the sixth and 5 
seventh years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 
Fourth came into operation on the Tenth day of October last : 

And whereas great loss has been thereby inflicted upon a numerous 
class of Traders who have thus been deprived, without any sufficient 
cause, of an established and profitable branch of their business : to 

And whereas the enactment itself must prove to a great extent 
inoperative, should parties be disposed to avail themselves of the great 
facilities existing for evading its provisions : 

And whereas such a restraint is unequally harsh towards the Irish 
Trader, no such restriction being imposed upon those of England or 15 
Scotland ;
